THE CUBAN IJUKSTION. 


The Senate Committee on Foreign 


Affairs has agreed to the Cameron res- 
olution acknowledging the independ- 
ence of Cuba. The Senate, which will 
adjourn to-morrow until January 5tb, 
bas.decided to defer action on the res- 
olution until after 
the 
holidays. 


Meantime other and more conservative 
resolutions on the subject bavo been 
introduced and it is probable, unless 
the insurgents achive a decisive vie! ory 
meantime, that a less sweeping resolu- 
tion than the Cameron one will be 
adopted by Congress. The attitude of 
the Senate, BO far as speeches indicate', 
is wholly at variance with that of I he 
President on the Cuban question. 
Tne Secretary of State holds that the 
authority to recognize the Cubans a? 
belligerents is wholly vested iu the 
Executive and that ho is not bound by 
the action of Congress iu the matter. 
Many Senators regard if as a step iu 
advance of American diplomatic his- 
tory for the President to assert that he 
and not Cougrtss is the jodgo Of when. 
executive action should be taken in the 
matter of recognition of a new govern- 
msnt. The preceJouts, nevertheless--, 
seem to sustain Secretary Olney's po- 
sition. In 1816 when President Monroo 
recognized the independence of the 
Southern Spanish American colonies 
he did so without Congressional action 
but previously sent three-commission- 
ers in a United States vessel to visit 
the several colonies and inquire into 
the condition of affairs. These com- 
missioners were not nominated by the 
Senate, though that body was in session 
when they sailed, but weal exclusively 
upon the President's nomination and 
on the report which they presented the 
President recognized the former Span- 
ish colonies as independent States 
and said'in support of his action that 
"as soon as the movement assumes 
such a steady and consistent form as 
to make the success of the provinces 
probable the rights to which they were 
entitled by the laws of nations, as equal 
parties to a civil war, have been ex> 
tended to them."

EQUAL, SUFFRAGE IN IDA1IO. 


The question of amending the con- 


stitution ao as to give equal rights to 
all American citizens in Idaho irre- 
spective of sex was submitted to the 
people of that State at the recent elec- 
tion. A majority of the votes cast on 
the question were in favor of the 
amendment, but that majority was- jess 
than a majority of the total vote cast at 
the election. The State Board of Can- 
vassers declared the amendment lost, 
but the friends of equal suffrage up- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. That 
court declared the amendment carried 
and as there is no appeal from its de- 
cision the women of Idaho are now en- 
titled to vote upon the same terms as 
the male citizens of the State. 


It appears that the constitution of 


Idaho IB similar to that of Nevada in its 
provisions for amendments. 
If the 


question of calling a constitutional 
convention is submitted to thu people 
it requires a majority of all the votes 
polled at the election to carry it, but if 
an amendment to the constitution is 
submitted to the voters a majority of 
votes cast for and against the amend- 
ment is all that is necessary to ratify 
or reject it, as the case may be. 


Idaho is now in line with Wyoming, 


Colorado and Utah on the suffrage 
question and if the Legislature of this 
State at its next session ratifies the 
amendment proposed at the last ses- 
•ion the question of giving women the 
ballot will be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors of the 
general election.
